Dear Allen: 

A thought has been stirring in my head, for several weeks. 

Now it must come out and I am sending it to you for what it's worth. 

It is on the Berlin question. 

Berlin is an island inside enemy territory. It is useful in many 
respects, mostly ulterior, but militarily and, I believe, politically, it 
is preposterously unsound. 

Since the Russians want to make a free city of Berlin, why not 
do some trading? At least for public consumption and psychological 
warfare, why not trade that portion of East Germany west of Berlin in 
exchange for recognition that the city is free? We would then place our 
free city on the borders between East and West Germany and everyone 
but the Russians would be pleased* At least it is a bargaining point - 
though one that will be unacceptable to our opponents. It seems such a 
simple thought, too, that I am filled with trepidation even to mention it. 
Not having seen a reflection of it anywhere in the papers, however, and 
the possibility that it might not have been developed urges me to put it 
in your hands to do with it as you see fit. 

How we miss that wonderful statesman brother of yours!
